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Physical  Features  and  General  Character 

The  Rural  District  of  Hereford  is  situated  in  the  middle  of 
the  county,  and  completely  surrounds  the  city  of  Hereford.  It  is 
bounded  on  the  north  by  the  Leominster  and  Wigmore  Rural 
District,  on  the  north-east  by  the  Bromyard  Rural  District,  on 
the  south  by  the  Ross  and  Whitchurch  Rural  District,  and  on  the 
west  by  the  Dore  and  Bredwardine  and  Weobley  Rural  Districts. 
The  middle  of  the  district  is  low-lying. 

In  the  north  Dinmore  Hill  rises  to  a height  of  747  ft.,  in  the 
south  Orcop  Hill  to  958  ft.,  and  Aconbury  Hill  905  ft.,  on  the 
west  Credenhill  is  720  ft.,  while  on  the  eastern  side  are  Dinedor 
595  ft.,  Backbury  738  ft.,  and  Westhide  422  ft. 

The  district  is  well  watered.  The  river  Wye  flows  across  from 
west  to  east  in  a very  tortuous  bed,  and  the  rivers  Lugg  and 
Frome  flow  from  north  to  south  until  they  empty  into  the  Wye. 
In  the  low-lying  portions,  following  the  courses  of  the  rivers,  is 
alluvial  deposit. 

Geologically  the  district  is  Old  Red  Sandstone.  Credenhill, 
Dinedor,  Dinmore  and  Callow  hills  are  of  Cornstone  formation. 

The  subsoil  is  gravelly  loam  in  those  parishes  through  which 
the  rivers  flow,  and  in  the  remainder  of  the  district  for  the  most 
part  marl  or  clay. 

The  population  at  the  Census  of  1951  showed  an  increase  of 
4,041  persons  in  the  Rural  District,  and  varied  in  the  thirty-nine 
Parishes  within  the  Area  from  19  in  Dinmore  to  2,972  in 
Credenhill.  Detailed  particulars  of  the  Census  of  1961  have  not 
yet  been  received. 


Legislation  in  Force 

Bye-laws  with  respect  to  Hop  and  Fruit  Pickers  made  1909 
were  amended  during  1937  ; Tents  and  Vans  made  1912  were 
amended  during  1955  ; New  Buildings  made  1918  were  amended 
during  1954  ; Food  Bye-Laws  were  made  in  1950  ; and  Bye-Laws 
with  respect  to  swimming  baths  and  bathing  pools  during  1961. 
The  Council  has  adopted  Section  86  of  the  Public  Health  Acts 
Amendment  Act,  1907  requiring  the  registration  of  dealers  in  old 
metal  and  marine  stores.

Hospitals 

Hospital  Services  for  the  County  of  Hereford  are  under 
the  Management  of  the  Herefordshire  Hospital  Management 
Committee,  who  are  responsible  for  the  control  of  all  Hospitals, 
to  which  patients  can  be  admitted  in  case  of  need. 

Ambulance  Facilities 

Ambulance  facilities  are  available  through  the  Hereford- 
shire County  Council  Ambulance  Service,  whose  services  may  be 
obtained  through  County  Ambulance  H.Q.,  Canal  Road,  Hereford 
(telephone  4451).  The  service  is  available  to  all  registered  medical 
practitioners  and  in  certain  cases  to  registered  midwives.  Atten- 
dance at  accidents  and  sudden  street  illnesses  can  be  obtained  by 
the  public  by  following  the  instructions  given  on  the  dial  of  the 
telephone. 

Stretcher  ambulances  and  sitting  case  vehicles  are  available 
at  any  time  and  are  manned  by  trained  personnel. 

The  H.Q.  Station  is  supplemented  by  Sub-stations  distributed 
throughout  the  County.

Water  Supplies. 

As  from  the  1st  April,  I960,  all  publicly  owned  piped  water 
supplies  became  vested  in  the  Herefordshire  Water  Board. 

Apart  from  a few  smaller  units  of  supply  all  other  sources  of 
supply  are  subjected  to  filtration  and  chlorination  and  25  samples 
were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination,  of  which  23  were 
reported  upon  as  being  satisfactory  and  2 as  unsatisfactory.  Three 
samples  were  submitted  for  chemical  analysis  and  there  is  no 
evidence  to  believe  that  any  of  the  supplies  are  liable  to  have 
plumbo-solvent  action.  Where  adverse  bacteriological  reports 
are  received  information  is  immediately  transmitted  to  the  Board 
Engineer  so  that  he  can  take  appropriate  remedial  action.

Sewerage  and  Drainage 

There  is  at  present  no  general  system  of  sewers  in  the  area 
but  the  Council  is  giving  earnest  consideration  to  this  problem. 

The  scheme  for  Kings  Acre  Road,  Breinton,  was  submitted 
to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  who  have  now 
approved  it  and  the  purchase  and  use  of  the  sewage  disposal 
plant  of  the  Royal  Air  Force  Station  at  Credenhill,  which  should 
also  deal  with  houses  in  parts  of  the  Parish  of  Holmer,  and  to 
which  reference  has  already  been  made  in  earlier  reports. 

The  Council  has  resolved  to  purchase  from  the  War  Depart- 
ment the  disposal  works  at  Moreton-on-Lugg  and  a scheme  for 
Wellington  will  be  proceeded  with  so  soon  as  the  scheme  for 
Moreton-on-Lugg  has  received  Ministerial  sanction. 

A scheme  for  parts  of  the  Parishes  of  Clehonger  and  Allens- 
more  has  been  submitted  to  the  Ministry  and  a decision  is  awaited, 
and  the  consulting  engineers  have  been  instructed  to  re-submit 
proposals  for  a scheme  for  Fownhope  Village  where  it  is  hoped 
the  residents  should  soon  enjoy  the  benefit  of  a piped  water 
supply. 

An  outline  scheme  for  parts  of  Bartestree,  Lugwardine  and 
Withington  has  been  approved  in  principle  and  a scheme  for  the 
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centre  of  the  village  of  Little  Dewclmreh  has  been  completed. 

All  the  above  mentioned  proposals  when  brought  to  fruition 
will  benefit  a not  inconsiderable  portion  of  this  Rural  District,  but 
it  must  not  be  overlooked  that  there  are  other  areas  in  respect  of 
which  consideration  foi  the  provision  of  sewerage  and  sewage 
disposal  schemes  will  have  to  be  given  in  the  near  future.

One  Abatement  Notice  was  served  during  1961,  requiring  the 
abatement  of  a nuisance  arising  from  the  deposit  of  waste  materials 
and  proceedings  instituted  in  1962  in  the  Petty  Sessional  Court 
for  non-compliance  with  the  notice  secured  satisfactory  results. 
All  other  nuisances  were  satisfactorily  overcome  by  informal 
action.

Dairies  and  Milk  Supplies. 

There  are  on  the  register  22  distributors  of  milk,  of  whom 
one  is  a distributor  of  T.T.,  Pasteurised  and  Sterilised  milk, 
twenty  are  distributors  of  both  T.T.  milk  and  Pasteurised  milk, 
whilst  one  retails  only  T.T.  milk.  In  addition,  so  far  as  is  known, 
there  are  13  producers  of  milk,  who  are  registered  with  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture,  who  are  also  distributors  in  the  area  of 
milk  for  retail  sale.  Of  this  latter  number  five  are  known  to  be 
retailing  T.T.  milk,  and  three  purchase  and  retail  Pasteurised 
milk  and  five  retail  both  T.T.  and  Pasteurised  milk. 

As  from  the  1st  October,  1956,  the  whole  of  the  Hereford 
Rural  District  became  part  of  a Specified  Area,  so  that  only  T.T., 
Pasteurised,  and  Sterilised  milk  may  be  sold  by  retail  therein, 
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Food  and  Food  Premises.

The  four  Councils  concerned  have  decided  to  carry  out  a 
disinfestation  service,  two  operators  are  employed,  and  contracts 
held  in  the  four  areas  at  the  31st  December,  1962  amounted 
to  £2,262,  and  the  number  of  treatments  carried  out  during  the 
year  in  this  area  was  528. 
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Temporary  and  Moveable  Dwellings 

Following  approval  by  the  County  Planning  Authority 
licences  in  accordance  with  the  Model  Standards  have  been  issued 
under  the  provisions  of  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Develop- 
ment  Act,  1960,  as  follows  : — 

Multiple  sites  : — 

Issued  for  a limited  period  ...  3 

Issued  without  time  limit  ...  6 

Individual  sites  : — 

Issued  for  a limited  period  ...  27 

Issued  without  time  limit  ...  11 

In  addition,  there  are  five  moveable  dwellings  in  respect  of 
which  licences  are  not  required  under  the  provisions  of  the  First 
Schedule  of  the  Act,  but  which  are,  nevertheless,  subject  to  the 
provisions  of  the  Council’s  Byelaws,  and  forty-one  caravans  are 
known  to  be  stored  at  various  premises  but  are  unoccupied. 

During  the  year  one  person  was  prosecuted  in  the  Petty 
Sessional  Court  for  non-compliance  with  licensing  conditions  at 
each  of  two  caravan  sites  of  which  he  was  licensee.  The  prosecu- 
tions were  successful  and  the  defendant  was  fined  a sum  of  £10  in 
respect  of  each  site.  Notice  of  appeal  has  been  given. 

Refuse  Collection. 

Two  freighters,  each  with  one  loader-driver  and  two  loaders 
are  employed  and  collections  are  carried  out  once  in  every  two 
weeks  with  the  exception  of  two  parishes  near  Hereford  City, 
where  collections  are  effected  once  a week. 

During  1962,  949  loads  of  refuse — approximately  the  equiva- 
lent of  11,388  cubic  yards — were  collected  and  hauled  to  the  three 
disused  quarries  used  for  disposal. 

The  provision  of  a lay-by  on  the  side  of  a highway — and  quite 
a number  of  these  have  been  provided  in  this  area  -although 
admirable  from  the  stand  point  of  providing  temporary  parking 
facilities  off  the  highway,  nevertheless  presents  other  difficulties. 

The  contents  of  refuse  bins,  provided  by  the  County  Council 
as  Highway  Authority,  are  removed  by  the  refuse  collectors  but 
only  too  often  the  bins  provided  are  not  used  by  the  people 
frequenting  these  places.  As  a result  paper,  food  scraps  and  other 
debris  litter  the  area  concerned  and  it  is  not  unknown  for  bins 
that  have  been  provided  to  mysteriously  disappear  ! ! ! 

In  addition  certain  other  habits  of  some  people  who  use  the 
lay-by  leave  much  to  be  desired,  and  all  these  factors  present 
problems  incapable  of  easy  solution. 
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Old  fVietaS  and  Marine  Store  Dealers. 

Sixteen  persons  are  now  registered  under  the  provisions 
of  the  Public  Health  Acts  Amendment  Act,  1907,  as  dealers  in 
old  metal,  and  close  liaison  in  dealing  with  these  persons  and  their 
premises  is  maintained  with  C.I.D.  Officers  of  the  Central  Division 
of  the  Herefordshire  Constabulary. 

Unfortunately  many  of  these  persons  are  nomadic  in  character 
and  this  creates  additional  difficulties  in  exercising  the  full  control 
that  is  desirable. 


Petroleum  Acts. 

The  number  of  petroleum  installations  licensed  by  the  Council 
is  one  hundred  and  seven. 

During  the  year  supervisory  work  together  with  the  appro- 
priate air  pressure  tests  on  tanks  and  pipelines  was  carried  out  at 
eight  new  installations  and  at  four  existing  installations  which 
were  enlarged. 


Provision  of  Means  of  Escape  in  Case  of  Fire. 

There  are  nineteen  premises  consisting  of  8 Flats,  2 Hospitals, 
2 Schools,  5 Hotels,  1 Convent,  and  1 Home  for  Elderly  Persons, 
to  which  Section  60  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936  applies,  and 
where  the  provision  of  adequate  means  of  escape  in  case  of  fire 
must  be  provided  and  maintained. 

These  premises  are  visited  regularly  and  the  assistance  of  the 
Fire  Prevention  Officer  with  the  consent  of  the  Chief  Fire  Officer 
for  the  Count}/,  in  this  matter  must  be  appreciated  and  acknow- 
ledged.
